The Grouse Creek Imbroglio* 

Tho nows from Grouue Greek is of a 
moBt melaiioholy cbaraotor. Tho 
Flnmo Company's ground has boon 
again invaded, a writ of injuuotion 
treated as so much blank paper, and 
tbo law for a third time set at defi- 
ance. Had tho Governor pursued 
a manly^ Btrnightforward course whon 
dealing with tho trospassors in tbo 
first instanco, tho present difficulty 
■§4rioould not have ariKcn, and tho matter 
' would havo boon in a fair way for ad- 
justment upon its merits. As it 
stands now all /a "confusion worso 
confounded," and ahould tho telegram 
"We havo received bo borne out by tho 
facts, tho Govornor hao got to either 
adopt sonao vigorous meaauros or re- 
sign tho Govorumont into tho hands 
of a gentleman more compotont to 
control its dosUnios than bo has 
shown himself to bo. At present, 
with tho mojgro despatch before us, 
We are unublo to any much. Wo havo 
telegraphed for tbo particulars, and 
whon thoy shall havo coino to hand 
will bo better proji:ired to discuss tho 
xnattor upon its morits. 13ut whether 
the Canadian Company byvo acted as 
badlj as it would appear from the 
doepateh or not, tho Govcriior'a ro- 
Bponeibility for tho buijglhi^ raanuer 
in which ho undortook to arrange the 
first difficulty has called, down 
tho condomniition ot every man who 
has a dollar invested in the Colony, as 
it will surely be followed by tho con- 
sure of tho Imperial Govorumont. 

T!io Case of the " Aid " again. 

Pr Johnson's definition of a ship and 
life at Boa is rather a suggestive one. 
According to him " a ship is a prison 
with the cbanoo of being drowned," 
and tbo^e on board ships aro in this 
reapeot as much at the mercy of tho 
captain and those in authority as ihe 
prisoners of a jail are at tho mercy of 
tho turnkey. It is therefore the duty 
- of the Government to see that this 
power is not abused, and that proper 
care is taken of tbo health of those 
thus serving who cannotchnose either 
their own food or air. Such is tho 
practice of tho Imperial Government, 
who, through tho " Board of Trade" at 
home, make careful enquiries into all 
cases of neglect on tho pari of cither 
shipmaster or owner. Uuforluoatoly 
BucK instances aro neither few nor iar 
between, and cases of scurvy havo 
lately been a special object of their 
attention. Such a case an tho Aid 
would at once havo been enquired 
into. It is now so well known how 
to avoid such deplorable results as 
these her? that the oocurronco of 
scurvy in a Bbip is considered a " ship- 
wreck " to some one. Nay, in 
tho case of the death of -.i sailor from 
this disease, some ono is quite as muoh 
responsible as if tho fatal event woro 
due to tho wilful administration of a 
deadly poison, This disease only nf- 
feota through the calpablo neglect of 
owners or shipmasters by tho want of 
proper nutriment in tho shape of food, 
- — -ainMn a long passage such as this one 
there is no excueo for not calling in 
either at tho Falkland Islands or 
at some ono of the numeroua ports io 
South America or tho Sandwich 
Islands for fresh supplies. The odium 
reals with some ono, and the case 
ought to bo or (]uirod into, as not only 
tho death of I'Vo men but tho im- 
perilling of tho sliip and crow niigla 
havo been tho result of each wilful 
neglect. Ships huvo foundered at sea 
by being hO Hhoiihundod owing to 
sickness as to bo unablo to bo 
handled piojiorly when overtaken by 
sevoro wonliior, and umAi might have 
boon Ibe ca-o hori.', whoio tvvo-thirds 
of tho cruw \v-.'ro laid pi'otilrato by ii 
disoaso eah;iiy [)i eveiituble, having only 
fivo hands out of u coiuplenient ol 
twolvo to work tho thip. What the 
results to tlio cargo and crow in b: d 
weather would be, is obvious j yet in 
tho face of all this, with bis crew 
short, tbo captain runs past placoa 
where by a few hours' delay he would 
havo obtained BufBoieut fresh pro- 
visions as to havo provenled such 
melanoboly results. 

Scurry and its Sad t'onsrqueuces on 
. Uie Bark "Aid." 

Mesbus. EniTons ; — I consider the 
thankfl of this community are duo to you 
for tlie promiiiout notice given in your 
journal to this mutter, ' This is not the 
first time, by miuiy, that it lias been the 
painful duty of the press of Victoria to 
record the sad and fatal effects of scurvy, 
resulting from tho long voyngo from Eng 
land to this port ; tioiUier, I tabo it, will 
it bo liy a great many tho last, unless 
Bomo uclion bo taken iu this matter to 
prevent its reenrreiiee. Of one thuig wc 
may feel assured— luid this opens oul 
ividoly the neeoHsity for stirring in this 
business— //irti such things need not^ lej 
that a proi^er precautions and provisio^ 



were taken these terrible cases of suffering 
would not occur, that it ought to be re-, 
gardod as one of the things that belonged 
to an ignorant and barbarous past, niid 
;ih?uld be looked upon ns a rcfluution 
upon tho enlightenment and humanity of 
the present ago. Taking this view of it, 
and assuming these premises to be correct, 
is it too severe to say, that to those from 
whom the due precaution and care in such 
cases is owing, muy bo brought homo the 
charge of being accessories to *ho fact. 
Tho announcement of tho circomstaniee of 
tho deaths of some of those sufferers' aud 
tho sad condition of the otbbrs may, per- 
haps, by some, be' lost sight f of in the 
gratification felt at tbo.iirriKal of the ves- 
sel ' and tbo probabl^ profits resulting 
therefrom, and that, with others, the 
simple circumstance of a few common 
sailors at the end of a long voyage being 
overtakdn by distress and; suffering, was 
scaarcely worth much or any attention. 
But no manifestations of indifference of 
this kiud alter the fact or importance of 
the case, or tho necessity of the matter 
being looked into. It is a way of evading 
duty and apologizing for it that might 
havo been tolerated some twenty-five 
years ago, but since that period a now 
era; has arrived; this is a humane ago 
and in nothing has it been more strik- 
ingly exempliGed than iu the euro and at- 
tontion that has been demanded l)oth by 
the legislature and philanthropist, 
that the distress, cruelties and hurbaritius 
hitherlo in operation with regard to mari- 
tinio life slionkl not continue to bo in ex- 
istence. Owners and ca[)taiiis of vessels 
sailing from ICnghind for Austrr.lia aro 
thorougiily impressed with this sentiinent, 
and take good care to bo ciri^nnispcet in 
their arrangements, well knowin;^' that 
any direlectioii, neglect, or oniissioa of 
duty would bring upccdy retribution 0:1 
arrival at port. Now I do not say that 
any charge of neglect or omission of duty 
can bo brought home to any party or 
parties in this ease; but, judging from the 
statement in your paper, I say a prima 
facie case is made out, and there ought 
most distinctly to bo enquiry into the 
matter. Tho very circumstance of there 
being a "Goshen'' in the ship is sulBcient 
to warront it. The fact thot disoster fell 
upon those forward and that those aft 
were all spared, is enough for that pur- 
pose ; as to whose duty it is to move in 
this matter, I leave an open question. 
You, sirs, have done yoqr duty, and the 
matter now rests with the Government or 
the community. 

One of these nnfortuoato men, the 
crew of the "Aid,*' has had the billow 
for his winding sheet ; one has found 
his last home in our cemetery ; othgrs 
when relieved from our hospital will per- 
haps drag a weary life tho rest of their 
days, the results of the voyage as men be- 
fore the mast in an English vessel to our 
shore. I3ut lightly ns we perhaps may 
let it pass amongst us, let ns not forget 
the cmnmisscratiiijf remark of some sym- 
pathizing mother who when she saw a 
group uf boys stoning some poor daft 
creature exclaimed, "dinna do it — he's 
somebody's bairn.'' And who knows but 
when the sad tidings of tbo death and 
sufferings of these poor men reach the 
land from whence they .sailed, of how 
poor Sandy was thrown overboard and of 
the snfferings of poor Fat, that many 
tears may ran down the face of the some- 
body to whom the "bairns'' belonged 7

There is soinelhing grand, nay, sublime, 
in the birth of a new dominion, be it. 
empire, kingdom, or republic. ' It' Is' k' 
moment fraught with solemn thought, 
when llio nations of tho earth can say wiili 
one neelaini, " a new State, anew Nation 
is born unio ns." Time, the great I'atln.T 
of the great J Ait, has given to the family 
of nations a new number— -the p'reaent, 
conceivliigof the post, has borne unto the 
future a child of great promise. A star 
lias arisen in the noi tlierii sky, and who 
may calculate its future imigiiilnde 
Vast are the regions lhat owti the; sway 
of this now dominion, stretching far into 
the norihj.oven to the shores of Hudson's 
Bay, and from Lake Huron and Georgian 
Ii:iy to tho Atlantic Ocean. Hitherto 
I his iiiinieiise territory was of compara- 
tively Binall account in tho scale of poli- 
tical economy, iu the history ul tho worhl 
counted almost nolbing. And wherel'oro 
this ? Because it was merely known as 
" tho British Colonics of North America'' 
— detached colonies, loo, and was, tliore- 
foro, neither of morn nor loss nccount than 
a dtpondoucy of Groat Britain— a depen- 
dency, moreover, which was woU known.

Now, this most have been a somewhat 
mortifying stnto of things for tho high 
spirited, intelligent, and enterprising peo- 
ple of all tho I'rovinces, and we think 
they have done well in assuming an alti- 
tude more becoming thoir rapid growth 
and nationality — midof the protection of 
course, of the mother country, ' It was 
time for Canada and New Rrunswicic, and 
Nova Scotia to east ofl' the chrysulid shell 
of the eolonial state, and come forth in 
the newer existeneo befitliiig their in- 
creased development. None know better 
than we the talent, tho energy, the public 
spirit, tho general intelligence of those 
British colonists — we have lived amongst 
them, we know what they havo done, and 
what thoy aro capable of doing, and wc 
are gind that they have inado theinsclves 
a nation. As a people they are fall of 
life and vigor ; there is a trcshncss and a 
heartiness iibout them that augers well 
for their uatiomd success. Their moral 
and political atmosphere is, as yet, free, 
to a great extent, from the vitiating inHu- 
onces that cojunteract the best legislation 
in older States. Their politicians havo 
nDt reaehod those depths of moral degra- 
dation wherein all prineiple, all ideas of 
patriotism are lost sight of, and only poor 
petty, priva',0 interest is kept in view; 
they may establish their dominion on a 
good and solid basis while their sky is 
slill unclouded, their path free before them 
niul the wheels of their chariot nncloggcd 
by the leaden weight of tho venal corrup- 
tion that is tho curse of countries wo all 
know. 

Tho formation of this new State, tho 
ushering in of this new constellation on 
the northern heinis|)hcre, bears the impress 
of a master mind, of a far-seeing, all 
grasping genins. ilappily accomplished, 
it is something to be proud of, uiid all 
who are interested in llic noble country, 
and nobler people, beyond our northern 
frontiors, are proud of it, and do sincerely 
lelicitate those who have effected such a 
favoraiilo change iu tho destinies of "the 
l!riti>h North Amoriean Colonies" — col- 
onics now. no long(:r. 

If our friends beyond the St I,awrence 
would penult uij, and wo think they will, 
to make ono suggestion on this auspicious 
occasion, we would remind them that 
lliere are a nanibnr of poor Fenians in 
Canadian jails liio dupes of selfish and 
designing knaves, who k'd them into bon- 
dage and there hift them. 'Will the 
government of Canada shew itself more 
merciful to these misguided men than 
their own leaders, and inaugurate its new 
(loniinion l)_v a splendid net of mercy ? 
Let our young Queen of the North make 
her entrance into the assembly of nations 
with this act of amnesty to the Fenian 
prisoners iu her hand, let her set the 
joivol of mercy in the maple wreath that 
binds her noble brow, and at once she 
will enlist the warm synitiaiiiy and excite 
the adniiratioti of the civilised world 
Kven the Czar Alexander has had to bow 
to the snbltmo fact that uu-rcy is un at- 
tribute of our nge's civihzation ; ho iULS 
])ron(5iiiiced n general amnesty in favor of 
his I'olish ea))iive3. Will Canada be less 
merciful than Ivu>sia ? Wo cannot be- 
lieve it. She will not enter on tho new 
and more glorious path of her altered 
destiny like tho Ilonian conquerors of 
pagan times, with captives chained to her 
triumphal car. Her triumph is a peaceful 
one; if she would have tho blessing of 
|)eaee, on her opening career, she has 
now a fitting opportunity to exercise 
mercy, and prove her title to nationality 
by un act of sublime maguanimity. 



The Dominion ot Canadai

The prospect that Canada will soon be 
reorganized as a dominion under the pro» 
t'-etorate and supremo authority of the 
fjiUglish Uovcrnuient, is not received with 
particular pleasure in tho northern cities 
of tho American Union. It is acknow- 
ledged that federation'will destroy local 
jeidonsies and feeling.s, and that, as a unit- 
ed [)eoi)le, tlic Canadians may expect to 
advance rapidly on the |lH'oad road that 
leads to eomuitrcial greatness and national 
prosperity ; but, to save the prestige of 
tho Union, it is argued that the now 
scheme will in tho end accomplish just 
what its promoters seek to avoid, — the 
absorption of Canada by tho United 
States. 

Tlic reasons alleged are that Canada still 
clings to the old and absurd ideas of 
caste, that the scheme of confederation is 

merely a cover to iiitroduco into the new 
dominion all the customs of the aristocracy 
of Ihe old world, tliat a repugnance to 
any distincti(;ii on account of goutlo blood 
has been infused into Canadian people 
from the soulbern shores of the St. Lnw> 
rencc, and that these elements working 
together will, in the course of twenty 
vears, bring over that half of the popular 
tion which is still o[)[)osed to annexation, 
and prefers to remain, as at present, a 
dependency of Great I3ritain. 

i^lausibie as this catalogue of reasons 
may be considered, it gives but a very 
poor idea of the truth. The Canadians, 
have, it IB true, bitter feelings amongst 
tliiMuselves. They are opjiosed to pay- 
ing their (piota of the evpenso of defend- 
ing themselves against hostile attack or 
tlireateuing demonstration ; they wish to 
be rich, powerful, and independent ; but 
while these last things nre not wiiliin their 
grasp, and while further support is noees- 
sary, they i)ref'er I'luglaiid to the United 
States, and so will conliiiiio to do. 

Surely when tho Canadians look south 
there is nothing to fill them with envy or 
desire. Thoy see a coontry in which 
])arty rules ; they see a country in which 
tlie few in fiowcr oppress and injure the 
many, upon whom the sun of fortune no 
longer shines ; thi.'y see a country in 
wiiieh ten millions of people are tied lianii 
and foot, nnd placed under tho control of 
an irrepponsiblo military despotism ; they 
see a country in which trade is langnishing 
andcoininereo is stagnant; thoy sec a 
country bowed down 'neath tho weight of 
an enormou-i dolit, luid a people groaning 
under excessive taxation ; they seo a 
counlry in which the masiies pay millions 
of dollars out of their scant s^ore to sup- 
port till! mills and faetorios of New I'Jng- 
laud anil I'eniisylvania ; lliey .^ee a once 
great nation liurryiug on to destiuclioii 
and wantonly deaf to the words of wain' 
iiig wisdmii. This is what tho Cunadinns 
CUM and do see ; and this will outweigh 
a thou-iatid ranting speeches upon equal 
rights and abolition of tho aristocracy. 
L)o not tho Canadians know that; a union 
with tho United States would impose 
upon them a eharo of tbo general burden, 



and a proportion of the general trouble 
They do kuow it ; and while they know 
it thoy will remain in that quiet and free 
condition which they now so well enjoy. 

One day a ohanRO may come ; ono day 
this leipn of terror may have passed. Then 
lot the United Hlaies sho-w Uniiadaa united 
and happy people, enjoying alike ficodoin 
and die proteciiou of juat laws, and living 
under aQovernment whose aim it is to gumd 
tho liberties of the iniMvldnal as well as the 
liconso ol the blatant llioueandg, nnd tlion 
ihey may oiler to receive tho now Doininion 
into tho Union witliout any 6U?pielrin being 
fonnod Ihnt eelf iriiiMest is ihc ruling motive 
of thoir words.
